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THE PREFACE, 


2? Here was neuer any thing by the wit 
Poe man fo well deviſed, or fo ſure e- 
N 2 ſtabliſned, which in continuance of 
2 time hath not beene corrupted, as 
STODW (among other things) it may plaine- 

y appeare by the Common prayers in the Church, 

commonly called Divine ſetuĩce. The firſt origisall 

and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch out by 
the ancient Fathers, he ſhall finde, that the ſame was 
net ordained, but of a good purpoſe, and for a great 
aduancement of godlineſſe. For they ſo ordered the 
matter, that all the whole Bible (or the greateſt 

artt hereof} ſhould be read ouet once euery yere, 
meending thereby that the Clergie, and ſpecially 
fach as were Miniſters of the Congregation, (ſhould 
by red reading and meditation of Gods word, be 


Sirre$ vp to godlineſſe themſelues, and bee more 
able tb exhort other by wholeſome doctrine, and 
ta conſute them that were aduet ſaries to the trueth. 
And further, that the people, by daily hearing of 
boly Scriptures read in the Church,ſhould continu- 
ally profite more and more in the knowledge of 
Gad, and be the more inflamed with the loue of his 
true religion. But theſe many yeeres paſſed , this 

dly and decent order of the ancient Fathers hath 
E altered. breken, and neglect:d, by planting 
in vncertaine ſtories, legends,reſponds,verſes,vaine 
repetitions, commemorations and ſynodalles, that 
commonly when any bookeof the Bible was begun, 
before three or foure Chapters were read out, all 
the reſt were vnread. And in this fort the bogke of 
Eſay wag begunne in Aduent, and the booke of Ge- 
nefis in Septuageſima; but they were onely begun, 
and never read thorew, After a like ſort were other 
bookes of holy Scripture vſed. And mereouer, 
whezeas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language ſpo- 
ken to the people in the Church, as they might vn- 
derſtand, and hane profit by hearing the ſame : the 
Serviee in this Church of England (theſe many 
yeeres) hath beene read in Latine to the people, 
which they vuderftood not: ſo that they haue heard 
withtheir eares onelyʒ and their heart, ſpiric and 
minde haue not beene ediſied thereby. 

And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the an- 
cent Fathers haue diuided the Pſalmes into ſenen 
portions, whereof every one was called a Nocturne: 
now of late ine a ſe of them haue been daily ſaid, 
and oft repeared,andthe reſt vtterly omnted. 

Morcouer, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the Pye, and the manifold changings of the 
Seruice,was the cauſe, that to tutne the booke only, 
was fo hard and ĩntricate a matter, that many times 
there was more buſineſſe to finde ont what ſhould 
be read, then to teade it when it was found out. 
Theſe inconueniences therefore conſidered , here is 
fer forth ſuch an order, whereby the ſame ſhall bee 
redreſſed. And for areadinefſe in this matter, here 
is drawen out 2 Kalender for that purpoſe, which 
is plaine and eaſie to be vnderftood , wherein (ſo 
much as may be) the reading of holy Scriptures is 
fo ſetfertb, that all things ſhall be dene in order, 
witheut breaking ene piece thereof from anether. 
Fer this cauſe be cut eff Anthemes, Reſpends, Inui- 
eateries, and ſuch like things as did breake the con- 
tinuall courſe of thereading ef the Scriptures. Yet 
decauſe there is noremedy , but that of neceſsitie 
chere muſt be ſome cules , thercfore certaine rules 


are here ſet foorth, which as they bee few? in num» 
ber, ſo they be plaine and eaſie to be vnderſtood. 
So that here yeu haue an order for prayer, as tou- 
ching the reading ef holy Scripture, much agreea- 
ble cothe minde and purpoſe of the old Fathers,and 
2 great deale more profitable and commodions,then 
that which of late was vſed. It is more profitable, 
becauſe here are left ont many things, whereof ſome 
bee vntrue, ſome vncertaine, ſome vaine and ſu · 
perſtitious, and is ordained nothing to be read, but 
the very pure word of God, the holy Scriptures, 
or that which is euidently grounded vpen the ſame, 
and that in ſuch a language and order, as is moſt ea- 
fie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the rea- 
ders and hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both 
for the ſhortneſſe thereof, and for the plainneſie of 
the order, and ſer that the rules bee ſew and eaſie. 
Furthermore, by this order the Curates ſhall need 
none other bookes for their publique Seruice, but 
this booke and the Bible: by the meanes whereef 
the people ſhal not be at fo great charges for beoks, 
28 intĩmes paſt they haue beene, And where hereto- 
fore there hath beene great diuerſitie in ſaying an 
ſinging in Churches within this Realme , How fol- 
lowing Salisbury vſe, ſuome Hereſord vſe, ſome the 
vſe of Bangor, ſome ef Yorke,and ſome of Lincolne: 
now from hencefoorth all the whole Realme ſhall 
bano but one vſe. And if any will iudge this way 
more painefell, becauſe that all things mutt be read 
vpon the booke, whereas before by the reaſon of fs 
often repetition they could ſay many things by 
heart: if thoſe men will weigh their labour with the 
profite and knowledge which daily they ſhall ob- 
taine by reading vpon the booke,, they will not re- 
fufe the paine, in conſideration of the great profite 
that ſhall enfue thereof. 

And foraſinuch as nothing can almoſt beſo plain- 
Iy ſet forth, but deubrs may ariſe in the vſe aud pra- 
Qifing of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch diuerſitie (if 
any ariſe) and fer the reſolution of all doubts con- 
cerning the maner how to vnderſtand, dee, and cxe- 
cute the things conteined in this booke, the parties 
that fo doubt, or diuerfly take any thing, ſhall alway 
re ſort te the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe, who by his diſ- 
cretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appea- 
ſing ef the ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not con- 
trary to any thing conteined in this boeke. And if 
the Biſhop of the Pioceſſe bee in any doubt, then he 
may ſend for the refolution thereot vuto the Arch- 
biſhop. Though it be appointed in the aſore written 
Preface, that all things ſhall be ſung and read in the 
Church in the Englith tongue, to the ende that the 
Congregation may bee thereby edificd: yet it is not 
meant, but when men ſay Morning and Euening 
prayer privately , they may ſay the ſame in any lan · 
guage,that they themſelues doe vnderſtand. 

And all Prieſts and Deacens ſhalbe bound to ſay 
dayly the Morning and Euening prayer, either pri- 
nate ly or openly , except they bee let by preaching, 
ftudying of Diuinitie , or by ſome other urgent 
cauſe. And the Curat that miniftreth in every Pariſh 
Church or Chappell, being at home, and not being 
etherwiſe reaſonably letted , ſhall ſay che ſame in 
the Pariſh-Church er Chapel where he miniftreth, 


and ſhall toll a Bellcherete acenuenient time before - 


hee begin, that ſuch as bee diſpoſed may come to 


heate Gods word, and to pray with him.
